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REVIEW 


Overview 


State Accounts 


Gross State Product 


* The underlying trend estimate for employed persons in South Australia 
fell slightly in April 1994 while the trend unemployment rate decreased 
to 10.7%, 


» Over the twelve months to March 1994, the weekly award rates of pay 
index for full-time adult employees in South Australia increased 1.4%. 


* Trend estimates for retail sales in South Australia have shown consisicnt 
growth over the past twelve months although the rate of increase has 
eased during the last three months. 


* In the March quarter 1994 ihe all groups Consumer Price Index for 
Adelaide rose 0.7% resulting in an annual increase of 1.8%. 


+ In March 1994 the trend estimate serics for total dwellings approved in 
South Australia changed direction from the downward movement of 
recent months. 


* Growth in Gross State Product for the December quarter 1993 was 1.0% 
while Gross Domestic Product for Australia rose 1.3%. Stale Final 
Demand increased by 0.6% for the third consecutive quarter. 


- The total valuc of housing finance commitments for owner occupied 
dwellings in South Australia for March 1994 was 25.8%. above the 
February figure and the highest ever recorded. 


* The number of short-term visitor arrivals to South Australia m January 
1994 was 15.8% higher than in January 1993, 


Growth in Gross State Product (GSP) (trend estimates expressed in current 
prices) continued to slow from the relatively strong growth expericnced over 
most of 1992-93. In the December quarter 1993 growth in GSP was 1.0%. 
while Gross Domestic Product (GDP} for Australia rose 1.3% for the 
corresponding period. 


Growth over the year to December quarter 1993 was 6.7%. the third highest 
of all States (Western Australia and the Australian Capital Territory prowth 
rates were 9.6% and 6.8% respectively). Australia (GDP) rose 5.9% over 
the same period. 


Growth in wages, salaries and supplements stowed in the December quaricr, 
but has remained stronger than for Australia in each of the last five quarters. 


Growth in Gross Operating Surplus remained flat (0.9%) in the December 
quarter 1993, following stronger growth in cach quarter of 1992-93, 


State Final Demand 


International Accounts 
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State Final Demand (trend cstimates expressed in 1989-90 prices) increased 
by 0.6% for the third consecutive quarter. Overall growth has been held 
down by the lack of investment expenditure in both the private and public 
sectors, with private capital expenditure declining 2.3% and public sector 
capital declining 6.6%. The sale of the South Australian Gas Company had 
a major influence on the low investment outcome for the public sector in the 
December quarter 1993. 


Government final consumption expenditure grew 2.4% in the December 
quarter 1993, Growth in private final consumption expenditure was also 
relatively strong, increasing by 1.1%. 
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Exports 


Overseas exports of South Australian produced commoditics during the three 
months to March 1994 were yalued at $952.0 million which was 10.4% 
lower than the Icvel for the same period twelve months previously. In the 
latest three-month period cereals and cereal preparations constituted 16.4%, 
metals and metal manufactures, 11.4%; wool and sheepskins, 8.2%, meat 
and meat preparations, 8.3%, and petroleum and petrolcum products, 6.7% 
of total exports. 


Exports to ASEAN countries accounted for 16.6% of the total during the 
period, followed by Japan (14.7%) and the Middle East (12.4%). 
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Overseas imports into South Australia during the three months to March 
1994 (comptied from import documents lodged in South Australia) were 
valued at $649.3 million, 18.6% below the level for the same period twelve 
months previously. In the latest three-month period road vehicles, parts and 
accessories constituted 22.4%; machinery 21.5%; and petroleum and 
petreicum products, 14.8% of total imports. 


Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


Trend estimates indicate that retail sales for South Australia prew 0.5% in 
March 1994 compared with the Australian rate of 0.7%. South Australian 
retail sales have shown consistent growth over the past twelve months 
although the rate of increase has cased during the last three months. The 
retail turnover estimate in original terms for South Australia was $657.0 
million for March, an increase of 12.9% on the February level of $581.7 
million, In seasonally adjusted constant price terms the ¢cstimale for the 
March quarter 1994 rose 5.4% from the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. 


RETAIL TURNOVER 
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In South Australia there were 3,645 new motor vehicles registered in March 
1994, 14.4% higher than in February 1994 and 6.6% higher than March 
1993, For new passenger vehicles only, the leading makes registered were 
Holden (671 vehicles), Toyota (572), Mitsubishi (565), Ford (561) and 
Nissan (129). Although the scasonally adjusted estimate for March 1994 
was 8.2% lower than February 1994 the trend series continued the upward 
movement which has been evident over the fast five months. 


Tourist Accommedation 


Private New Capital Expenditure 
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When the December quarter 1993 is compared with the December quartcr 
1992, the number of bed spaces available in visitor hostels increased by 2.3% 
from 1,992 to 2,037. Guest nights occupied rose by 7.7% from 55,064 to 
59,296 and the bed occupancy rate increased from 30.0 % to 31.6%. Guest 
arrivals fell from 27,981 to 27,628 but the average length of stay increased 
from 2.0 days to 2.1 days. Accommodation takings rose from $0.56m ic 
$0.64m while average takings per guest night rose from $10 to $11. 


Private new capital cxpenditure in South Australia for the December quarter 
1993 was $329 million, a decrease of 3.4% from the previous quarter. New 
buildings and structures accounted for $70 million while equipment, plant 
and machinery amounted to $259 million. In the December quarter 1993 
survey businesses provided expectations of new capital expenditure for the 
six months to June 1994. By adding the estimate to actual expenditure 
incurred in the September and December quarters of 1993, estimates for the 
1993-94 financial year have been compiled. These estimates provide a good 
indication of the likely outcorne for the year. The expected new capital 
expenditure for 1993-94 is $1,529 million, compared with actual 
expenditure in 1992-93 of $1,513 million. 


Dweiling Approvals 


In March 1994 the trend estimate series for total dwellings approved in 
South Australia changed direction from the downward path of recent 
months. The March estimate of 916 compares with a revised figure of 911 
for February 1994. However, this latest change in direction should be 
viewed with caution because afialysis of the trend series shows that an 
increase of at least 21% will be needed in the seasonally adjusted estimate of 
private sector houses for April to prevent the trend scrics resuming a 
downward path. 


The provisional trend for the total number of dwellings approved in 
Australia flattened in March 1994, following sustained growth to levels 
comparable with previous peaks. An increase of more than 4% (about the 
same as the average monthly movement in this series) in the seasonally 
adjusted number of dwelling units approved in April would sce the trend 
growth resume. 


Dwelling Commencements 
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From the Building Activity Survey for the December quarter 1993 it ts 
estimated that 2,793 dwellings were commenced in the three months ended 
December 1993. This was a relatively low number compared to previous 
quarterly eslimatcs throughout 1993. The Australian level also declined in 
the December quarter albeit by a smaller amount of 3.2% and the South 
Australian contribution to dwelling commencements was 6.3% in the 
December quarter. 


There was $29.6 million of non-residential building approved in March 
1994, comprising $22.8 million from the private sector and $6.8 million 
from the public sector. Although 25.9% below the February total of $40.0 
million the toial contained two large aged care facilities with a combined 
value of $7.9 million. There was a similar fall im the amount of non- 
residential work approved throughout Australia as the March level of $596.7 
million was 23.6% below the previous month. Month to month volatility of 
the data is caused by the approval of small numbers of very large jobs. 


The total value of building work commenced (at current prices) during the 
December quarter 1993 was $345.5 million, Of this $205.3 million was for 
new residential building, resulting in 2,793 dwelling units. The total value 
of work done (at current prices) during the December quarter was $376.5 
million while the value of work yet to be done on jobs under construction at 
the end of the quarter was $349.2 million. 


The December 1993 quarter estimate for the value of engineering work done 
in South Australia was $184.3 million. an increase of 10.4% on the (revised) 
Sepiember eslimatc. The Australian estimate was also greater than in the 
previous quarter, up $137.5 million (or 4.8%), resulting in the proportion of 
engineering work done in South Australia increasing marginally to 6.1% of 
the national total. 


Consumer Price index 


Tn the March quarter 1994 the all groups Consumer Price Index (CPI) for 
Adclaide rose 0.7%, resulting in an annual increase of 1.8%. Nationally 
prices rose 0.4% for the quarter and 1.4% on an annual basis. 


In Adelaide the price of potatocs in the March quarter was 59c per kg, 13% 
lower than the price twelve months ago and the lowest since the September 
quarter 199]. Prices for other fresh vegetables rose 15.7% from March 
1993. While mortgage interest charges have [allen 7.4% over the last twelve 
months, house insurance has risen 8.2% and home and contents insurance, 
9.9%. Education fees in 1994 are 6.6% higher than in 1993 while child care 
fees are 10.4% higher than one year ago. 


House Building Materiais 


Non-house Building Materials 
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Prices of house building matcrials in Adelaide increased by 0.7% over the 
three months to March 1994, compared with 4 rise of 0.8% nationally. On 
an annual basis, Adelaide prices rose 9.9% compared with 4.6% nationally. 
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Over the three months ended March 1994 prices of materials used in 
building other than house building rose by 0.9% in Adelaide, compared with 
0.6% for the weighted avcrage of the six state capital cities. In Adelaide the 
items with the greatest pricc movement over the three months were ready 
mixed concrete, for which prices rose 6.4% (the whole of this rise occurring 
in February), and paint and other coatings, for which prices rose 4.5%, 
relurning this serics to the same level as twelve months previously. 
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House Prices 


In the December quarter 1993 prices of established houses fell 0.6%, while 
nationally prices rose 0.9% in the quarter. The opposite movement occurred 
with project homes, with prices rising 1.2% in Adelaide for the quarter, 
while nationally prices fell 0.1%. For the year ended December established 
house prices in Adelaide rose 1.3% which was the lowest of all capital cities, 
while prices of project homes rose 5.5% which was the highest of all capital 
citics. 


Labour Force and Demography 
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The estimated resident population of South Australia increased by 2,155 
persons during the September quarter 1993 to 1,463,874. South Ausiralia 
expericnced a natural increase of 1,981 persons, a gain partially offset by a 
net interstate migration outflow of 735 persons. 


The net gain from overseas migration of 907 persons in the September 
quarter was 869 higher than in the previous quarter. 


The underlying trend estimate for employed persons in South Australia fell 
slightly to 633,500 in April 1994. 


The underlying trend estimate of emploved persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993 and currently stands at 7,836,300. The 
full-time employment estimate has been increasing since October 1992. 


EMPLOYMENT 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA 


Trend estimates 
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The trend unemployment rate for South Australia decreased to 10.7% in 
April 1994, This continued the downward movement evident since January 
1994. The trend unemployment rates for males and females decreased to 
11.4% and 9.7% respectively. 


In April 1994, the trend estimate of the unemployment rate for Australia 
decreased to 10.2%, continuing a downward movement evident since 
October 1993.

Short-term Resident Departures 
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The percentage of cmployecs who worked overlime in South Australia in 
February 1994 was 16.8% compared with 17.0% in February 1993, 


There were 200 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia from January 1994 to February 1994. At only 0.4% of the national 
total, South Australia has cxperienced a relatively low level of industrial 
disputation over this period. 


In the twelve month period to February 1994, 23,600 working days were lost 
through industrial disputation in South Australia. 
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Short-term visitor arrivals 10 South Australia in January 1994 fell by 37.2% 
from December 1993, to a iotal of 5,772. This figure was 15.8% higher than 
in January 1993. 


Total short-term visitor arrivals to Australia in January 1994 numbered 
250,529. This was 27.2% lower than the previous month but was 3.2% 
higher than in January 1993. 


The State or Territory of stay of overseas visitors is determined from the 
intended address reported on arrival in Australian ports and airports. A 
short-term visit is any intended length of slay less than 12 months. 


Short-term departures of South Australian residents increased to 7,603 in 
January 1994 which was 26.0% less than in December 1993 but 20.0% 
greater than in January 1993.

Average Weekly Earnings 


Award Rates of Pay 


Financial Markets 


Housing Finance 
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Departures of Australian residenis in January 1994 fell to 149,864, a 
decrease of 40.4% from December 1993 but 1.5% higher than the January 
1993 figure. 


Average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time employees in South 
Australia decreased slightly to $597.30 in February 1994, down from 
$599.40 in November 1993, Male ordinary time earnings decreased to 
$619.90, compared with $626.50 for the previous quarter, Female earnings 
increased (from $543.20 in the previous quarter) to $348.80. 


Average weekly total carnings for all employees was $512.80 in February 
1994, up from $492.50 in November 1993, 


Sitice it is an average of carnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the twelve months to March 1994. the weekly award rates of pay index 
for full-time adult employees in South Australia increased by 1.4%. 


The largest anmual movement of the index for full-time adult males has 
occurred in wholesale and retail trade and the construction industry, with a 
3.0 per cent increase since March 1993, For adult females employed 
full-time, the wholesale and retail trade industry was most prominent, with a 
3.1% rise between March 1993 and 1994. 


Secured housing finance commitments for owner occupied dwellings rose 
strongly during March 1994 reaching the highest value ever recorded. 
$405.3 million. This was an increase of $83.1 million (25.8%) over 
February 1994 (the previous highest value ever recorded} and $145.4 million 
(55.9%) above March 1993. 


This increase was evident across the board with financing commitments for 
the construction, purchase of newly erected and purchase of established 
dwellings increasing $8.4 million (19.5%), $0.1 million (0.4%) and $53.5 
million (25.9%) respectively, 
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Personal Finance 


Commercial Finance 


Lease Finance 


Total personal finance commitments increased $31.8 million (21.8%) to 
$178.0 million in March 1994. 


This increase was brought about mainly by an increase in personal finance 
comunitments under fixed loans of $27.2 million (25.8%). The most 
significant increases occurred in the calegories of refinancing (up $8.3 
million); other (up $7.4 million), used motor cars: and station wagons (up 
$5.3 million); and debt consolidation (up $3.7 million). 


Personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilitics increased 
slightly from $40.8 million in February 1994 to $45.4 million in March 
1994, 


In March 1994 the total value of commercial finance commilments was 
$709.5 million, an inercase of $309.5 million (77.4%) on February 1994 and 
ihe second highest value ever recorded ($830.3 million in June 1993). 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilitics increased from 
$331.5 million in February 1994 to $318.0 million in March 1994. This 
increase was evident for all industries except recreation, personal and other 
services (down $0.5 million). The largest increase was recorded in property 
and business services (up $27.2 nullion). 


Commercial finance commitments under revolving credit facilities also 
increased, from $168.6 million in February 1994 to $391.6 million in March 
1994. By far the most significant increase occurred in the manufacturing 
industry (up $145.7 million). 
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The value of zoods under new tease finance commitments, in March 1994 
totatled $25.4 million, an increase of $7.8 million (44.3%) over February 
1994, 


Increases in lease finance commitments were recorded for most categories 
with the most significant being recorded for the category motor vehicles (up 
$6.1 million).

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State Accounts: Trends in Economic Activity 


Introduction 


The national accounts provide an overall measure of 
production in the Australian economy and the flow of 
incomes within the Australian economy and its overseas 
transactions. 


While the national accounts at the Australian level 
continue to be of prime importance for economic analysis 
and policy advice, in recent years there has been 
increasing demand for broad-based data to facilitate the 
analysis of economic activity at the State/Territory level. 
The Australian Burcau of Statistics (ABS) has responded 
to this demand with the incremental development of 
major national accounting aggregates dissected by State 
on both a quarterly and an annual basis. 


This article presents an overview of the State economy 
based on an analysis of some of the major statistics 
published in the December quarter 1993 issue of 
Australian National Accounts: State Accounts (3242.0). 


Measurement of Gross State Product (GSP) 


In State Accourts, the term Gross State Product (GSP) is 
used to denote Gross Domestic Product (GDP) by 
State/Territory. 


GSP can only be compiled using the income approach i.e. 
by summing factor incomes such as wages, salaries and 
supplements plus indirect laxes fess subsidies. This is 
because estimates of interstate and international trade and 
increascs in stocks, which are needed to complete an 
expenditure based estimate of GSP, are not available by 
State. 


Contribution to National Production 


The South Australian economy is small by Australian 
standards. In 1992-93 it ranked fifth out of the eight 
States and Territories in GSP terms and accounted for 7.4 
per cent of GDP. However, when expressed in terms of 
GSP per head of mcan population South Australia’s 
ranking dropped to seventh with only Tasmania being 
ower.

GSP per head of mean population for South Australia has 
not exceeded the national average for the past ten years. 


Growth in GSP 


Although it is more volatile movement in South 
Australia's GSP tends to follow the GDP for the 
Australian economy. 


The South Australian economy entered the 1982-83 
recession earlier and started to recover earlier than the 
rest of Australia. It recovered very strongly from the 
1982-83 recession but grew much more slowly than the 
rest of Australian in 1986-87 and 1987-88. reflecting 
reduced shares in most industries. It has shadowed the 
declining growth in the rest of Australia over the past 
four years.

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Industrial composition of the State cconomy 


Differences in the industrial composition of State 
economies can provide insights into the reasons for 
differences in the economic performance of States. 


The structure of the South Australian and Australian 

economies are broadly similar, although: 

- South Australia is more heavily reliant on 
manufacturing, agriculture and community services; 


* muning and finance industrics contribute less to the 
South Australian economy than the national average. 


Individual indusiry contributions to GSP at factor cost for 
1991-92 are shown in the following table.

Since 1981-82, the share of ayriculturc, forestry, fishing 
and hunting of total GSP (at factor cost) has declined 
significantly from 8.3% to 4.5% in 1991-92, 


As in other States manufacturing has decreased in relative 
importance, falling from 20.0% in 1981-82 to 18.2% in 
1991-92, The contribution of mining (0.8% in 1981-82) 
peaked al 5.3% in 1985-86 and has remained at 
approximatcly 3% over the past four years. 


The fastest expanding scctor of the State economy has 
been finance, property and business services. In 1991-92 
public administration, defence and community services 
contributed the most to GSP (£9.1%). 


Gross State Product fess State Final Demand 


The difference between GSP and State Final Demand 
(SFD) is equal to net interstate and international trade in 
goods and services, increase in stocks plus the stalistical 
discrepancy. Although these items cannot be separatcly 
estimated from the available data, net interstate and 
international trade in goods and services dominate the 
long-term movements in this series over time. 


The following graph shows the value of this residual as a 
percentage of GSP over the years 1981-82 to 1992-93. 
For most of this period South Australia was a net 
importer with 1988-89 and 1989-90 the only years where 
it was a Marginal net exporter.

Private gross fixed capital expenditure as a percentage of 
GSP is shown for South Australia and Australia in the 
following graph. 


PRIVATE GROSS FIXED CAPITAL EXPENTHTURE 
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Private investment, as a percentage of GSP, was higher 
for South Australia in the period 1982-83 to 1984-85 but 
has been consistently lower than the rest of Australia 
since, although this gap has narrowed in recent years. 


Major resource developments and differences in the 
timing of property up-swings and down-swings contribute 
to differences in investment levels by State. 


Household Income 


Household income refers to income received by residents 
(before the deduction of income taxes} from all services 
including wages, salaries and supplements, interest, 
dividends, personal benefit payments (e.g. pensions and 
unemployment benefits) and unimcorporated enterprises 
income. 


Houschold income per head of population in 1991-92 is 
shown in the following table. Houschold income in 
1991-92 was highest in the ACT and lowest in Tasmania. 
South Australia ranked fourth.

Differences between States are influenced by a range of 
factors including: 


+ average level of wages and salaries per employee; 
* proportion of the population in employment, 
age distribution of the population; 


level of dwelling rent Gncluding that imputed to 
owner occupiers}. 


Income from wages represented 60.8% of total household 
income compared with (he Australian average of 62.2%. 
South Australian residents derived a higher proportion 
(16.8%) of household income from government transfers 
(including pensions and welfare payments) compared 
with the Australian average of 15.2%.
